CONGRESSMAN FREE 
WRITES OF TRIP 


Tells Enterprise Readers of Sights 
Seen In West Indies and the 
Canal Zone. 

Congressman Arthur M. Free has 
written to The Enterprise an interest¬ 
ing letter of sights seen in a recent 
trip he took through the West Indies 
and the Canal Zone. His letter fol¬ 
lows: 

■Over the Christmas holidays the 
family and 1, in order to again bring 
our nerves down to normalcy after 
the terrible experiences through 
which we passed during my accident, 
took a trip to the West Indies, visit¬ 
ing Haiti, Cuba, Panama, and the 
Canal Zone. 

We had a delightful trip. It took 
us just three weeks and one day. We 
visited Haiti, Cuba, Panama, and the 
Canal Zone. Went through the canal 
and stayed several days on the Pa¬ 
cific side and two days on the At¬ 
lantic side. The canal is indeed the 
greatest bit of engineering the world 
has ever seen, and it makes one 
proud of being an American when he 
views this stupendous undertaking. 
Entering from the Atlantic ocean, you 
enter a lock, the gates are closed be¬ 
hind you. the lock is then filled with 
water, and the vessel rises to the 
level of tlie next lock. The vessel is 
then towed into that lock, the water 
is let in again, and you are raised to 
the next lock, and so it goes until 
you have been raised three times to 
the level of Gatun Lake, which is 85 
feet above sea level, and is an arti¬ 
ficial lake made by damming up the 
waters of the Cliagres river. We 
then traveled thirty-two miles over 
this lake and were let down in two 
locks, going a short distance, and 
were let down again to the level of 
the Pacific. The latter process is 
(lone by letting the water out of the 
locks instead of putting it in. Every¬ 
thing is regulated by electricity, and 
the mechanism works perfectly. At 
the time we were there, about thirteen 
or fourteen vessels were passing 
through the canal daily. 

At Haiti we experienced a most un¬ 
usual sight. The Haitians are one of 
the most primitive people in the 
world, black, and speak a sort of 
mixed French. The women do nearly 
all the work, which consists prin¬ 
cipally in bringing small amounts of 
produce to market. They either ride 
a donkey, which has a basket at¬ 
tached to each side of the seat of the 
pack-saddle, or else they carry their 
load in a basket on their heads. They 
will come from ten to twenty miles 
with produce that would probably 
sell for 30 or 40 cents. On market 
days 40,000 of these women come Into 
Port au Prince, and you can see one 
■continuous Btring of them coming 
and going. They live in little thatched- 
roof huts without stoves or utensils

LET THEM PAY THEIR SHARE 

It occurs to The Enterprise that this city lias been for years overlooking 
a source of considerable revenue in asking and getting nothing from sign¬ 
boards. These boards are getting to be more and more a prominent feature 
of the scenery along our principal business streets and yet, although the 
company erecting them derives a good revenue from these ugly institutions, 
it pays nothing into the city treasury. 

The Enterprise does not know what amount of money is being collected 
annually for the use of the boards in this city, but ventures as a very con¬ 
servative estimate that it will exceed $2000. In the meantime our police 
department, also our fire department, must protect them as these depart¬ 
ments must protect other property. Except for the small rentals it pays 
property owners where the hoards are located, the signboard company 
leaves in this city not one cent of the large amount it collects for the use of 
its boards here. In the meantime, quite naturally under the circumstances, 
the boards continue to multiply. 

Other cities get a revenue from the staring, glaring purveyors of pub¬ 
licity that line their streets, and this newspaper would like to see this city 
do the same. 

PROSPEROUS YEAR AHEAD 

Employing over two million people at good wages, spending millions 
each week for materials and supplies, the railroads are a good barometer of 

business. . 

The number of freight cars ordered for use in the United States in 1922 
amounted to 180,154. the largest total since 1912, contrasting with only 
23,346 and 84,207 cars In the years 1921 and 1920, respectively. 

Locomotives ordered for domestice service in 1922 totaled 2600, the 
largest figure since 1918, as compared with only 239 in 1921 and 1998 loco- 
muotives in 1920. 

Altogether, it Is estimated that the railroads contracted for the ex¬ 
penditure or more than $471,224,000 during the year for freight and pas¬ 
senger cars and locomotives combined. 

The average cost of freight cars is now said to lie about $1700, passenger 
cars about $22,000, and locomotives about $50,000. 

Orders for equipment for 1923 are still larger than for 1922, and with 
no national shop strike, coal strike or Big Four Brotherhood strikes ahead, 
our country may expect increasing prosperity.
